7.6 out of 10 overall. 

Survey respondents 
give high scores to finer 
points of city living 


They’re a little down about 
the economy and dissatis¬ 
fied with some municipal 
services, but overall, Halifax 
residents are pretty happy 
with their lot. 

Results from the 2012 City 
Matters survey, conducted for 
Metro Halifax and the Greater 
Halifax Partnership by MQO 
Research, shows overall qual¬ 
ity of life gets a mean score of 
7.6 out of 10. 

“The overall tone is 
very solid,” said MQO vice- 
president of research Craig 
Wight. “Even in conversa¬ 
tion, we say that, ‘Oh, it’s a 
great place to raise a family,’ 
or ‘It’s a great quality of life.’ 
It goes with the territory.” 

The mean scores on 10 
questions related to family 
life, dining, arts and culture, 
and recreation were mostly 
above seven out of 10, peak¬ 
ing at 8.2 for “educational op¬ 
portunities.” 

Wight says that’s not sur¬ 
prising, given the number of

post-secondary institutions in 
the city. 

“If you don’t have educa¬ 
tional opportunities in Hali¬ 
fax, where could you possibly 
go to get more?” he said. 

Housing affordability and 
both indoor and outdoor 
recreational facilities ranked 
lowest of the lifestyle ques¬ 
tions, with mean scores of 6, 
6.9 and 6.8 respectively. 

Wight says those “low” 
scores still aren’t that bad. 

“In any city, you could 
pick things apart in the sense 
of this and that could be 
better,” he said. “So there’s 
tradeoffs all the time and as 
people consider the good and 
the bad points here, on bal¬ 
ance they’re pretty positive.” 

The poll surveyed 603 
residents during the first two 
weeks of September, with 
a margin of error of plus or 
minus four per cent.

Nova Scotia’s opposition par¬ 
ties say the province’s deci¬ 
sion to hire 45 new teachers 
is welcome news — but could 
have been avoided with better 
planning. 

Education Minister Ramona 
Jennex announced Thursday 
that $2.8 million will be set 
aside to hire more teachers in 


Liberal Leader Stephen McNeil 

an effort to reduce large class 
sizes. 

“Halifax in particular was 
one area that has been in¬ 
creasing in class sizes in the 
early grades,” said Jennex at 
the Hammonds Plains Consoli¬ 
dated School. 

She said that classes in 
85 per cent of the province’s 
schools have 25 kids or less, 
but it was still important to ad¬ 
dress classes that exceed that 
number. 


“It’s not fair to the growth 
areas ... so we’re making sure 
this is equitable,” Jennex said. 

Jennex named Amherst, 
Antigonish and Sydney as areas 
that will hire more instructors 
to handle their number of pri¬ 
mary to Grade 3 students. 

Jon Hopkins, who has a 
son in Grade 2 at Hammonds 
Plains, says the announcement 
is great news. 

“Anyone who has kids in 
primaiy to (Grade) 3 should be 


happy today,” Hopkins said. 

But critics say the announce¬ 
ment is a result of the NDP real¬ 
izing their $13.4-million cut to 
education this year went too 
far. 

“Today the minister is 
forced to backpedal, but this 
whole disruption could have 
been avoided had the NDP not 
increased class sizes in the first 
place,” said PC Leader Jamie 
Baillie in a press release. “The 
NDP can’t be trusted to manage 
the education system in tins 
province.” 

Jennex said she thought the 
budget for this year included 
sufficient funding, but couldn’t 
have predicted a student in¬ 
crease in areas like Halifax.

Of all the facets of life in Hali¬ 
fax, respondents are particular¬ 
ly enthralled with the options 
for dining and retail therapy. 

The 2012 City Matters sur¬ 
vey, conducted by MQO Re¬ 
search for Metro Halifax and 
the Greater Halifax Partner¬ 
ship, finds respondents ranked 
local restaurants and shopping 
especially well. 

Restaurants and cafes re¬ 
ceived a mean score of 8.1 
out of 10, one of the strongest 
scores of the entire survey 

“It’s land of been a renais¬ 
sance over eight or 10 years,” 
said Gordon Stevens, owner 
of The Uncommon Group and 
founder of the I Love Local HFX 
campaign. “People weren’t ne¬ 
cessarily demanding better, but

a lot of restaurants and cafes 
and shops were starting to de¬ 
liver better.” 

Stevens says the score re¬ 
flects not only the increasing 
quality of food, but the empha¬ 
sis on local ingredients and the 
connection between farm, chef 
and plate. 

“There’s a real sense of the 
shops and restaurants really 
being part of the community, 
something that I think we lost 
as we all sort of marched into 
the Price Clubs and the Costcos 
15 years ago,” he said. 

Shopping received a score 
of 7.5, good news for the Re¬ 
tail Council of Canada’s At¬ 


lantic director. 

“It’s very encouraging. It 
shows there’s a real choice in 
retail that’s been coming to 
Halifax over the last number of 
years,” said Jim Cormier. “It also 
goes to show that in a competi¬ 
tive industiy, the retailers have 
done the extra work.” 

Both Cormier and Stevens 
say more needs to be done to 
reduce taxes and fees for local 
business owners and to encour¬ 
age innovation. 

“Corporate taxes are still 
very high, there’s a lot of red 
tape — especially for smaller 
retail owners — (and) there’s 
automatic increases to min¬ 
imum wage that happen year 
in and year out,” said Cormier. 

Stevens says he’s hopeful 
the pending municipal election 
will result in a more pro-busi¬ 
ness environment. 

“We need to get govern¬ 
ment to not only get out of the 
way, but encourage new things 
to happen,” he said. “You’ve got 
businesses doing simple lease¬ 
hold improvements in new 
spaces talcing three months to 
get business permits.... It’s ri¬ 
diculous.”

and-bust cycles of other major 
urban centres. 

“This is what makes us the 
envy of a lot of other real-estate 
markets — we are this slow, 
steady growth story,” he said. 
“But I have conversations with 


people all the time who say 
they want to wait for prices 
to come down a bit, and I say, 
Well, you’ve been waiting for 
14 years now.’” 

Although the average sale 
price has maintained a steady, 
predictable climb, Honsberger 
points out that related housing 
costs have grown significantly 
faster and higher. 

“The first thing I think of 
(are) taxes, which have had a 
tendency to rise around here,” 
he said. “The second thing is 
heating cost, energy and fuel 
costs, which have gone up dra¬ 
matically over the last seven or 
eight years.”

It was just another workday 
for George Shute. 

That was until the mainten¬ 
ance worker at Maplestone En¬ 
hanced Care in Fairview went 
outside their Main Avenue loca¬ 
tion at about 8 a.m. Thursday 
and saw a two-and-a-half-year- 
old bull moose trotting his way. 

“The moose walked down 
the driveway like he owned 



it,” Shute said. “I was put¬ 
ting out some garbage and he 
came right into our back area 
here and we were able to con¬ 
tain him.”

Union leader raises alarm 
over outsourcing SAP jobs

Union leader Joan Jessome says 
she is “raising the alarm” at the 
prospect of government IT jobs 
being outsourced to a private 
company. 

“I can say with great confi¬ 


dence that it is not in the best 
interest of Nova Scotians to 
move forward,” said Jessome, 
president of the Nova Scotia 
Government & General Em¬ 
ployees’ Union, on Thursday 
morning. 

The provincial government 
is reviewing the $20-million 
SAP program, and considering 
moving most of the operations 
to an international IT business. 

SAP is used by the Depart¬ 
ment of Finance and has access 
to school board, municipality 
and government records to col¬ 
lect payroll information and 



other aspects of personal infor¬ 
mation. 

Jessome said people should 
be concerned if this data goes 


over to a global company. 

She said the majority of the 
73 government workers her 
union represents of the rough¬ 
ly 110 employees who would 
be affected will not work for 
the company if a contract goes 
through. She said they will not 
have the same job security, and 
could be sent to a job in a for¬ 
eign countiy, which they defin¬ 
itely don’t want. 

“If they wanted to be flown 
all over the world and live out 
of a suitcase ... that’s where 
they’d be working,” Jessome 
said. 


Sensitive basin reef. 

Hundreds pack meeting 
to oppose Bedford 
waterfront development 


One by one, residents stood 
up to the microphone to say 
no to a proposed residential 
development plan for the 
Bedford waterfront and a 
halt to ongoing in-filling in 
the basin. 

The more than 300 resi¬ 
dents who jammed the Bed¬ 
ford Legion Thursday even¬ 
ing took aim at a 2010 HRM 
Bedford Waterfront Design 
Concept, which threatens 
to disturb a sensitive basin 
reef that’s home to various 
species of birds and fish. 

The HRM Waterfront De¬ 
velopment Corp. is behind 
the plan, which proposes 
four 12-storey buildings be 
built, each housing more 
than 6,000 residents. 

“How could they come 
up with a conceptual draw¬ 
ing surveying a proposal 
like this?” said one resident 
who accused the corpora¬ 
tion of failing to adequately 
consult residents. “What 
were they thinking?” 

Mark Currie, chair of 
Save Bedford Waterfront 
Committee, gave a pres¬ 
entation to the packed 
audience and didn’t mince 
words after the two-hour 
event. 

“We want to see the 
closure of the pyritic slate 
dump site and the preserva¬ 
tion of the natural area and 
new full consultation plan 
with area residents.” 

The group is currently 
calling on the province to 
stop the in-filling. 

The development is 
currently on hold for 12 
months while HRM com¬ 
pletes a transportation

Court approves 
saleofNewPage 
paper mill to 
Pacific West 

After a year of legal wran¬ 
gling, the $ 33-million sale 
of the former NewPage Port 
Hawlcesbury paper mill to 
Vancouver-based Pacific 
West Commercial Corp, was 
officially sanctioned Thursday 
by the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court. 

“We’re hopeful that 


everything is in place,” 

George Kinsman, a spokes¬ 
man for court-appointed 
monitor Ernst & Young, said 
outside the Halifax court¬ 
room. “We are ready to go.” 

However, the sale wasn’t 
expected to close until late 
Friday when the province, 
company officials and a 
battery of lawyers sign the 
closing documents in Halifax 
and Toronto. 

The completion of the deal 
also was dependent on the 
Nova Scotia Utility Review 
Board signing off on an 
amended discount power rate 


agreement with Nova Scotia 
Power Inc. 

The board brought down 
a ruling approving the dis¬ 
counted rate late Thursday. 

“That’s the last piece of 
prime document that people 
are waiting for,” said Kins¬ 
man. 

Given all of the procedural 
steps that have yet to fall into 
place, the court also granted 
approval to extend the sale 
process to Oct. 5. Pacific West 
Commercial plans to start 
producing paper by early next 
week, he said.

Top court’s 
anonymity 
ruling gets 
some likes 


Facebook bullying. 

Identifying teen in 
defamation suit would 
cause her more grief, 
Supreme Court rules 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
was widely praised Thursday 
for granting anonymity to a 
teenage girl so she can pursue 
a lawsuit over a bogus Face- 
book page that she says de¬ 
famed her. 

The ruling was welcomed 
as a necessaiy step in child 
protection in the Internet age, 
one that extends to victims of 
cyber-bullying the same legal 
right to anonymity that is 
currently granted to sexual as¬ 
sault complainants, children in 
family law disputes and most 
accused criminals under the 
age of 18. 

In a 7-0 ruling, the high 
court granted the girl’s request 
to proceed with a lawsuit with¬ 
out revealing her name. The 
judges ruled that the girl is en¬ 
titled to anonymity to prevent 
her from becoming a victim a 
second time. 

But the court also rejected 
her request for a publication 
ban on the broader details of 
the defamation suit, as long as 
those details don’t identify her 
to the public at large. 

The decision provides a 
clear statement from the court 
that children are “inherently 
vulnerable — particularly 
when they’re being cyberbul- 
lied in a sexualized way — and 
it is the duty of the courts 
to protect them,” said Jane 
O’Neill, a lawyer for the girl’s 
family. 

“When balancing that 
against the media’s right to 
access and the media’s right 
to report on proceedings, it

certainly weighs in favour of 
protecting the identity of the 
child.” 

The case made its way to the 
Supreme Court after the girl’s 
family appealed a Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal decision. 

The girl, known as A.B. in 
court documents, was 15 when 
she and her family sought a 
court order compelling Inter¬ 
net service provider Eastlinlc 
to reveal the identity of the 
person who had allegedly set 
up the fake Facebook profile 
about her. 

The lower court granted 
the order, but said she couldn’t 
proceed with a defamation 
case anonymously because 
there is an open-court prin¬ 
ciple at stake. The appeal court 
agreed. That was a mistake, 
Supreme Court Justice Rosalie 
Abella wrote in Thursday’s de¬ 
cision. 

“In my view, both courts 
erred in failing to consider the 
objectively discemable harm 
to A.B.,” she wrote. 

“The girl’s privacy interests 
in this case are tied both to her 
age and to the nature of the 
victimization she seeks protec¬ 
tion from.”

Mars rover 
uncovers signs 
of ancient 
streambed 


Scientists say NASA’s newest 
Mars rover has found signs 
that a stream once flowed 
across the planet’s surface 
near the site where it landed. 

Curiosity touched down 
in a crater near the Martian 
equator last month. The red 
planet today is dusty and dry 
but scientists think it was 
once warmer and wetter. 

Evidence of an ancient 
stream came from analyzing 
the size and shapes of pebbles 
and gravel near Gale Crater. 


Mission scientists said Thurs¬ 
day it appeared the water was 
fast-moving and deep. Images 
from space have provided 
hints of a wateiy past at Curi¬ 
osity’s landing site. 

The latest discovery on the 
ground confirms that. 

Curiosity is headed toward 
a spot where three types of 
terrain meet. 

The rover’s ultimate des¬ 
tination is a mountain rising 
from the centre of the crater.

Buddhist statue made 
from piece of meteorite 


‘Iron Man’. Statue 
made from the Chinga 
meteorite which 
crashed to Earth 
15,000 years ago 


An ancient Buddhist stat¬ 
ue that a Nazi expedition 
brought back from Tibet 
shortly before the Second 
World War was carved from 
a meteorite that crashed on 
Earth thousands of years ago. 

What sounds like an In¬ 
diana Jones movie plot ap¬ 
pears to have actually taken 
place, according to European 
researchers publishing in the 
journal Meteoritics and Plan¬ 
etary Science this month. 

Elmar Buchner of the 
University of Stuttgart said 
Thursday the statue was 
brought to Germany by the 
Schaefer expedition. 

The Nazi-backed venture 
set out for Tibet in 1938 in 
part to trace the origins of 
the Aryan race, a cornerstone 
of the Nazis’ racist ideology. 

The existence of the 
10.6-lcilogram statue, known 
as “iron man,” was only 
revealed in 2007 when its 
owner died and it came up

“I am not a historian. But 
the ‘iron man’ does not 
look like a Buddha to me 
from my cultural back¬ 
ground,” he said. “It looks 
more like a warrior with ... 
(a) resemblance of Genghis 
Khan,” said Qing-Zhu Yin, a 
researcher in geology at the 
University of California.

The swastika 
has been used by various 
cultures.

German and Austrian sci¬ 
entists were able to get per¬ 
mission from its new owner, 
who wasn’t disclosed, to con¬ 
duct a chemical analysis that 
shows the statue came from 
the Chinga meteorite, which 
crashed in the area of the 
Russian and Mongolian bor¬ 
der around 15,000 years ago. 

The meteorite was offi¬ 
cially discovered in 1913, but 
Buchner said the statue could 
be 1,000 years old. Linking 
the statue to the meteorite 
was credible, experts said.

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Former VANOC head John Furlong 
fights back against abuse allegations

John Furlong vows to take 
legal action against the 
Georgia Straight newspaper 
after it published a story 
alleging he physically and 
mentally abused aboriginal 
children as a teacher at a 
Burns Lake school. 

The story, written by 
Laura Robinson and titled 
“Furlong bio omits secret 
past in Burns Lake,” features 
allegations from alleged vic¬ 
tims’ signed affidavits that 
an 18-year-old Furlong ran 
physical-education classes 
at Immaculata Elementary 
School and abused students. 

The former head of the 
Vancouver Organizing Com¬ 


mittee for the 2010 Olym¬ 
pic and Paralympic Winter 
Games (VANOC), alongside 
lawyer Marvin Storrow, ad¬ 
dressed media Thursday 
afternoon to issue a denial. 

“As you are aware, I have 
been accused of physical 
abuse and apparently with¬ 
in the last hour, sexual 
abuse. I want you to know 
I categorically deny abso¬ 
lutely any wrongdoing and 
I believe that the RCMP, in 
looking into this matter, 
will discredit the complaint 
entirely because it just did 
not happen,” Furlong read 
from a prepared statement. 

“I feel that my character 
has been recklessly chal¬ 
lenged and I have no choice 
now but to proceed with 
legal action.” 

The Georgia Straight 
story takes issue with 
claims made in Furlong’s 
recent memoir, Patriot 
Hearts, that he arrived in 
Canada in 1974. 

In his statement, Furlong 
said he omitted his time in 
Burns Lake because it was 
“fairly brief and fairly un¬ 
eventful. 


“I went back to Ireland 
and came to Canada years 
later as a landed immi¬ 
grant,” he said. 

Furlong did not take any 
questions at the hastily 
called press conference in 
Vancouver, where the Or¬ 
der of Canada recipient 
now works as executive 
chairman of the Vancouver 
Whitecaps soccer club. 

RCMP released a brief 
statement confirmed 

they’re “aware of the allega¬ 
tions involving John Fur¬ 
long and are investigating”. 

The Georgia Straight 
issued a brief reply Fur¬ 
long’s statement. 

“The story was backed 
up with eight sworn affi¬ 
davits. Marvin Storrow did 
not make Mr. Furlong avail¬ 
able to respond to questions 
from the journalist, Laura 
Robinson,” the weekly 
paper states. 

“She also attempted 
without success to reach 
Mr. Furlong through his 
publisher, Douglas & McIn¬ 
tyre. Ms. Robinson was told 
that Mr. Furlong had “noth¬ 
ing more” to say to her.” 


Beijing murder 
conviction after 
decade-long wait 


A decade of uncertainty end¬ 
ed with a cry of anger from a 
convicted murderer in a Bei¬ 
jing courtroom Thursday as 
Li Ang lashed out at the court 
that found him guilty of the 
2002 killing of his girlfriend, 
Amanda Zhao. 

The couple were studying 
in the Lower Mainland and 
lived together in Burnaby, 
B.C. when Zhao’s body was 
found. 

“It’s unfair. I’ve been 
wronged,” yelled Li after he 
was sentenced to life in pris¬ 
on, according to a relative of 
Zhao’s who was in the court¬ 
room. 

The now 28-year-old Li 
was convicted of strangling 
Zhao in 2002 and stuffing 
her body in a suitcase before 
dumping it at Stave Lake on 
the outskirts of Vancouver. 

Due to a lack of evidence, 
Li was released by Canadian 
authorities and fled Canada 
back to his native China 
where he lived with his par¬ 
ents and changed his name 
to Li Jiaming. 

Investigators gathered 
enough evidence to charge Li 
after he had fled the country. 

He was arrested last sum¬ 
mer when Canadian au¬ 
thorities finally gave in and

sent the evidence for the 
case to Beijing after a long 
battle in which China in¬ 
sisted the trial be conducted 
there. 

As part of the agreement, 
China agreed to waive the 
death penalty. 

Trials in China are notori¬ 
ously quick, but this one 
took a full year. 

Li’s lawyer Zou Jiaming 
said little about why the case 
took a year to process. Zou 
said her client will appeal 
the intentional homicide 
guilty verdict. 

“I don’t know (why it 
took a year), it’s the judge’s 
business,” said Zou from Bei¬ 
jing.

Science. Bird backpacks 
give B.C. researchers 
something to crow about 



British Columbia birds outfit¬ 
ted with tiny backpacks have 
shown researchers that birds 
of a feather do not always 
flock together. 

Forty birds from two dis¬ 
tinct groups of Swainson’s 
thrushes — one in Pacific 
Spirit Park in Vancouver and 
another near the Interior city 
of Kamloops — were fitted 
with penny-sized geolocators. 

The state-of-the-art tech¬ 
nology recorded light inten¬ 
sity data just about every day 
for a year, as the olive-green 
birds migrated as far south as 
South America over the win¬ 


ter and returned to British 
Columbia for the summer of 
2011 . 

That information allowed 
the researchers to determine 
where the birds went and 
where they stopped along 
the way, confirming what has 
long been suspected. 

“These two groups are 
taking very different routes,” 
said Kira Delmore, a zoology 
PhD student at the University 
of British Columbia and lead 
author of the paper published 
this week in the Proceedings 
of the Royal Society of London

Americans assemble for prayer 


Christian conservatives who 
blame “moral depravity” for 
everything from the recession 
to terrorism are converging on 
Philadelphia for a rally they 
hope will spark a religious re¬ 
vival as the U.S. election nears. 

Called “America for Jesus 
2012,” the prayer assembly 
is attracting support across 
a spectrum of Protestant 
clergy and activists.

Putting all of the Amish men 
and women convicted in beard 
and hair-cutting attacks on 
fellow Amish behind bars now 
during harvest season would 
create a financial hardship for 
their families and could leave 
their children hungry this win¬ 
ter, their lawyers argued. 

Nine of the 16 Amish people 
convicted a week ago have re¬ 
mained free, but the govern¬ 
ment wants them locked up be¬ 
fore sentencing early next year. 

A federal juiy in Cleveland 
convicted all the defendants of 
hate crimes in the hair attacks 
last fall that prosecutors said 
stemmed from religious dis¬ 
putes among the Amish in east¬ 
ern Ohio. Prosecutors say they 
targeted hair because it carries 
spiritual significance. 

The leader of the group was 
found guilty of orchestrating 
the cuttings in an attempt to 
shame mainstream members 
who he believed were straying

from their beliefs. His followers 
were found guilty of carrying 
out the attacks, which terror¬ 
ized the normally peaceful reli¬ 
gious settlement. 

Following the convictions, 
prosecutors said detention is 
mandatoiy for the defendants 
and asked that bond be re¬ 
voked. U.S. District Court Judge 
Dan Aaron Polster is weighing 
the request, while the defence 
plans to appeal the convictions. 

Several of the people con¬ 
victed are married, and prison 
terms could leave children with 
one or more parents behind 
bars. Attorney Joseph Dubyalc 
for one woman, Linda Schroclc, 
says she should be allowed to 
remain free until sentencing, 
in part, because she’s busy har¬ 
vesting crops and canning food 
for her 10 children. Her hus¬ 
band, who has also been con¬ 
victed, has been jailed since his 
arrest. “She is the sole support 
of these children,” he wrote.

Syrian authorities sent text 
messages over cellphones 
nationwide Thursday with a 
message for rebels fighting 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime: “Game over.” 

The messages signed by 
the Syrian Arab Army also 
urged the rebels to surrender 
their weapons and warned 
the countdown to evict for¬ 
eign fighters has begun. The 
texts appear to be part of the 
regime’s psychological battle 
against the rebels, but are 
highly unlikely to have any ef¬ 
fect on fighters intent on top¬ 
pling Assad. 

Syrians say they began re¬ 
ceiving the messages a day 
after rebels bombed a military 
command centre in Damascus 
— a major security breach of 
the heavily guarded capital 


that highlighted the regime’s 
vulnerability in the face of a 
rebellion growing in confi¬ 
dence and capabilities. 

People with cellular sub¬ 
scriptions received the messa¬ 


ges while those with prepaid 
phones did not. 

Syria’s two cellphone pro¬ 
viders are privately owned, 
and the government would 
presumably have to pay for 


the service. Government of¬ 
ficials were not available for 
comment. 

In August, Syrian army 
helicopters dropped leaflets 
warning rebels in Damascus 


to hand over their arms and 
seek amnesty. 

Despite Wednesday’s high- 
profile attack, the two sides 
have been locked in a stale¬ 
mate after 18 months of con¬ 
flict. Activists say the death toll 
since the uprising against Assad 
began in March last year has 
topped 30,000, with nearly two- 
thirds of the casualties reported 
in the past five months. 

On Thursday, rebel fighters 
launched a push to try to take 
control of Aleppo, Syria’s lar¬ 
gest city and a major strategic 
prize in a stalemated civil war, 
opposition activists said. 

Heavy clashes erupted 
Thursday in more than a dozen 
locations in the city, Syria’s lar¬ 
gest with three million people, 
said Mohammed Saeed, a local 
activist. Government forces 
shelled several districts, he 
said, speaking via Skype. 

Rebels also attacked a com¬ 
pound of Syria’s political se¬ 
curity department in the city, 
said Rami Abdul-Rahman, 
head of the Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights.

Israel rattles sabre at 
Iran during UN address 



Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu warned 
Thursday that Iran will have 
enough enriched uranium 
to make a nuclear bomb by 
next summer and urged the 
world to draw a clear “red 
line” to stop it in its tracks. 

Saying it was getting 
“late, very late” to stop Iran, 
Netanyahu flashed a dia¬ 
gram showing the progress 
Iran has made toward creat¬ 
ing a bomb. He said Iran had 
already completed the first 
stage of uranium enrich¬ 
ment, and then he drew his 
own red line on the diagram 
to highlight the point of no 
return — the completion of 
the second stage and 90 per 
cent enrichment. 

“Iran is 70 per cent of the 
way there and... well into the 
second stage. By next sum¬ 
mer, at current enrichment 
rates, they will have finished 
the medium enrichment and 
move on to the final stage,” 
Netanyahu said. “From there 
it is only a few more weeks 
before they have enriched 
enough for a bomb.” 

Netanyahu has repeatedly 
argued that time is running 
out to stop Iran from becom¬ 
ing a nuclear power and the 
threat of force must be ser¬ 
iously considered. 

“I believe that faced with 


a clear red line, Iran will 
back down — and it will give 
more time for sanctions and 
diplomacy,” the Israeli prime 
minister said. “Red lines 
don’t lead to war, red lines 
prevent war ... nothing could 
imperil the world more than 
a nuclear-armed Iran.” 

Netanyahu’s speech 
marks perhaps his final plea 
before Israel takes matters 
into its own hands. Israeli 
leaders have issued a series 


of warnings in recent weeks 
suggesting that if Iran’s ur¬ 
anium-enrichment program 
continues it may soon stage 
a unilateral military strike. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has urgently sought to 
hold off Israeli military ac¬ 
tion, which would likely re¬ 
sult in the U.S. being pulled 
into a conflict and cause 
region-wide mayhem on the 
eve of American elections.

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er took a swipe at the United 
Nations and assailed Iran on 
Thursday as he picked up 
an international statesman 
award, suggesting once again 
that the UN has too often 
wooed dictators despite their 
appalling human-rights rec¬ 
ords and sinister aims. 

Canadians expect their 
government officials to en¬ 
deavour to make decisions 
“for the wider interests of 
humanity,” Harper told a re¬ 
ception at the glitzy Waldorf 
Astoria hotel after receiving 
his award from the Appeal of 
Conscience Foundation. 



“That is, of course, not the 
same thing as trying to court 
every dictator with a vote at 
the United Nations, or just 
going along with every inter¬ 
national consensus, no mat¬ 
ter how self-evidently wrong¬ 
headed.” Harper’s shot at the 


UN came as he was criticized 
back home for once again 
skipping the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

Hundreds of world lead¬ 
ers were gathered just a few 
blocks away discussing the 
biggest global issues of the 
day, including the situation 
in Syria, the ominous dispute 
between Israel and Iran and 
the eruption of anti-American 
violence in the Middle East. 

The prime minister had 
harsh words for Iran as he ac¬ 
cepted the foundation’s “world 
statesman” award from storied 
U.S. statesman Henry Kissin¬ 
ger, Richard Nixon’s onetime 
secretaiy of state. 

The elderly Kissinger, now 
89 and frail, met with Harper 
earlier in the day at his Park 
Avenue office and said later 
Thursday that he agreed with 
Harper’s tough stand against 
Iran. 

Canada recently closed its 
embassy in Tehran.

The mystery behind the 
most enigmatic smile in art 
— Leonardo da Vinci’s Mona 
Lisa —just got a little more 
complicated. 

In a coming-out party of 
sorts in Geneva, rounds of 
flashbulbs popped Thursday 
as the non-profit Mona Lisa 
Foundation pulled back the 
curtain to present what it 
claims is a predecessor of the 
world’s most famous portrait. 

But even the experts 
brought in by the foundation 


weren’t sure about that claim. 

The art world is prone 
to all sorts of rumours and 
speculation — and, periodic¬ 
ally, discoveries that jolt ac¬ 
cepted norms. Two years ago, 
a retired French electrician 
claimed that he had turned 
up 271 Picasso works that had 
been sitting for decades in his 
garage — and Picasso’s heirs 
claimed theft. 

But a new claim about the 
world’s most famous paint¬ 
ing, which draws millions of 
visitors to Paris’ Louvre Mu¬ 
seum each year, resonates like 
a thunderclap in the art world. 
It also prompts a new look at 
a painting that still raises a lot 
of questions for experts — not 
least the timeless “Is she smil¬ 
ing or not?”

Sale put on hold 


Painting may have 
went missing six 
decades ago 

The Renoir painting that 
caused a sensation when it 
was bought at a flea market 
for $7 may have been stolen 
from a museum six decades 
ago, and an auction house has 
put its sale on hold. 

The planned Saturday 
auction was cancelled Thurs¬ 
day after a reporter for the 
Washington Post discovered 


documents in the Baltimore 
Museum of Art’s library show¬ 
ing that the painting was on 
loan there from 1937 until 
1951, when it was stolen. 

The Impressionist paint¬ 
ing, whose title translates as 
Landscape on the Banks of 
the Seine, was purchased two 
years ago at a West Virginia 
flea market. The buyer, a 
Virginia woman who has not 
revealed her name, took it to 
auction house The Potomack 
Co. in July, and experts there 
confirmed it was by the 
French master Pierre-Auguste 
Renoir, the associated press

Activist artist Ai Weiwei said 
he does not intend to pay 
$1.1 million demanded by 
Beijing tax officials after he 
lost a final appeal in the case 
on Thursday, a defiant stance 
that threatens further con¬ 
frontation with authorities. 

Beijing’s No. 2 Inter¬ 
mediate Court rejected a 
second and final appeal of 
the $2.4-million fine levied 
against Ai’s design company 
for alleged tax evasion. 

The company earlier sub¬ 
mitted a financial guarantee 
of $1.3 million to officials 
in order to get a review of 
his case. That money will be 
automatically collected, Ai 


said, but he won’t pay the dif¬ 
ference. 

“Our intention is that we 
are not going to pay,” Ai said. 
He said he wasn’t sure what 
will happen as a result and 
still had to discuss the plan 
with his lawyers. 

The fine was levied last 
year, soon after he was re¬ 
leased from detention in an 
overall crackdown on dissent. 

Ai and his company, Fake 
Cultural Development Ltd., 
accused the tax bureau of vio¬ 
lating laws in handling wit¬ 
nesses, gathering evidence 
and company accounts. The 
court rejected those claims, 
and the ruling cannot be ap¬ 
pealed again. 

Ai said he was disappoint¬ 
ed but not surprised. 

“What surprises me is 
that this society, which is 
developing at such a rapid 
rate today, still has the most 
barbaric and backward legal 
system,” he said.

Icebreaker sets a first for China 


A Chinese icebreaker docked 
Thursday in Shanghai after 
becoming the first vessel 
from China to cross the Arc¬ 
tic Ocean, a landmark trip 
that is part of Beijing’s efforts 
to expand its presence in the 
Arctic. 

With melting icecaps ac¬ 
celerating the opening of 
new shipping routes and the 
exploration of oil, gas and 
mineral deposits in the Arc¬ 


tic, China has been eager to 
gain a foothold in the region. 

The icebreaker Snow 
Dragon returned to Shanghai 
after wrapping up a three- 
month mission that took it 
from the Pacific Ocean to 
the Atlantic via the Arctic, 
the Shanghai-based Polar Re¬ 
search Institute of China said 
in a statement. The vessel’s 
119 crew members complet¬ 
ed an oceanic survey in wat¬ 


ers around Iceland with their 
Icelandic counterparts. 

Though it has no territor¬ 
ial claims in the Arctic, China 
has been lobbying for perma¬ 
nent observer status on the 
eight-member Arctic Council 
in a bid to gain influence. 

During summer months 
when they are passable, Arc¬ 
tic shipping routes between 
China and Europe are 40 per 
cent faster than travelling 


through the Indian Ocean, 
the Suez Canal and the Medi¬ 
terranean Sea. 

The institute’s statement 
said Snow Dragon gained 
“first-hand information about 
navigation in Arctic sea lanes 
as well as the oceanic environ¬ 
ment, and carried out useful 
exploration and practice for 
our nation’s ships that use 
Arctic passages in the future.”

Egypt’s Coptic Christians 
flee after death threats 


Coptic Christian families 
have fled their homes in a 
town in Egypt’s Sinai Penin¬ 
sula, fearing for their lives 
after receiving death threats 
from suspected Islamic mil¬ 
itants, a local priest said 
Thursday. 

Father Youssef Sobhi 
said that Islamic militants 
dropped leaflets on the door¬ 
steps of shops owned by 
Copts in the city of Rafah 
near the border with Gaza 
and Israel, ordering them to 
leave town within 48 hours, 
and making an implicit warn¬ 
ing of violence if they failed 
to do so. Two days later, 
masked militants on a motor¬ 
cycle opened fire on one of 
the shops before speeding 
off, Sobhi said. No one was 
hurt in the shooting. 

When Christians met 
Tuesday with the province’s 
top government official, 
who was recently appointed 



by Egypt’s new Islamist 
president, Mohammed Morsi, 
the governor promised to 
facilitate the Copts’ move to 
the nearby city of el-Arish, 
but did not offer to protect 
the community to ensure 
that it stayed in Rafah, ac¬ 
cording to the priest.

Vatican thief will 
stand trial Saturday 



The Holy See. 

High-profile case will 
see the Pope play both 
victim and judge as head 
of Vatican monarchy 


There was a time when a Vati¬ 
can trial could end with a her¬ 
etic being burned at the stake. 
Paolo Gabriele doesn’t risk 
nearly as dire a fate, but he and 
the Holy See face a veiy public 
airing over the gravest security 
breach in the Vatican’s recent 
history following the theft and 
leaking of the Pope’s personal 
papers. 

Gabriele, the Pope’s once- 
trusted butler, goes on trial Sat¬ 
urday, accused of stealing the 
Pope’s documents and passing 
them off to a journalist — a sen¬ 
sational, Hollywood-like scan¬ 
dal that exposed power strug¬ 
gles, intrigue and allegations of 
corruption in the highest levels 
of the Catholic Church. 

Gabriele is charged with ag¬ 
gravated theft and faces up to 
four years in prison if convicted 
by the three-judge Vatican tri¬ 
bunal. He has already confessed 
and asked to be pardoned by 
the Pope — something most 
Vatican watchers say is a given 
if he is convicted — making the 
trial almost a formality. 

It’s the most high-profile 
case to come to the Vatican 
tribunal since its creation with 
the 1929 birth of the Vatican 
city state. The only other that 
comes close was aborted before 
it began: the 1998 killing of the 
Swiss Guard commander and 
his wife allegedly by a disgrun¬ 


tled subordinate never came 
about because the suspect com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

To be sure, trials are nothing 
new at the Vatican: In 2011,640 
civil cases and 226 penal cases 
were processed by the Vatican’s 
judiciary, though only a hand¬ 
ful actually came to trial. And 
that’s not counting the mar¬ 
riage annulments, clerical sex- 
abuse cases and other church- 
law matters that come before 
the Vatican’s ecclesial courts. 

Yet this case will cast an un¬ 
usually bright spotlight on the 
Vatican’s legal system, which

is based on the 19th-century 
Italian criminal code, and the 
rather unique situation in 
which the Pope is essentially 
the victim and supreme judge 
in this case. 

The Vatican is an elective ab¬ 


solute monarchy, with the Pope 
having full executive, legisla¬ 
tive and judicial authority. He 
delegates that power through 
executive appointments, legis¬ 
lative commissions and tribu¬ 
nals. 

But he can intervene to stop 
a trial from starting, can par¬ 
don someone once convicted 
and the sentence is issued in his 
name. Giovanni Giacobbe, the 
Vatican’s appeals court pros¬ 
ecutor, insisted that despite 
the pope’s authority, Vatican 
judges are wholly independent.

Ottawa’s cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures have put it on a sound 
fiscal track for the future, but 
the provinces are left holding 
the bag, says Canada’s budget 
watchdog. 

Parliamentary Budget 
Officer Kevin Page’s latest 
long-term projection on gov¬ 
ernment finances suggests 
Ottawa has little to fear from 
the loss of revenue and rising 
costs tied to the aging popula¬ 
tion. 

Page also judges the Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan and Quebec 
Pension Plan fiscally sound. 

But the report, released 
Thursday, shows provinces 
and municipalities adding so 


much debt over the next 70 
years or so they would resem¬ 
ble Greece and Italy if some¬ 
thing is not done. 

The report calculates that 
provinces and their munici¬ 
palities have a fiscal gap of 
about two per cent of gross 
domestic product now — or 
$36 billion — and by 2086 will 
have debt worth 350 per cent 
of GDP. Meanwhile, Ottawa 
will be in a structural surplus. 

Page cautions that this is a 
“what if” scenario and is not a 
forecast, but adds that govern¬ 
ments need to be aware of the 
fiscal track they’re following 
to ensure they make the right 
policy decisions. 

“We’re not saying in the 
report that the provinces 
have to panic and start tak¬ 
ing measures right now,” Page 
said in an interview. 

“But in terms of dealing 
with aging demographics ... 
if they wait five years the gap 
goes from something like two 
to 2.3 (per cent of GDP). If you 
wait 10 years it goes to 2.6. If 
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you wait 20 years it’s well over 
three per cent (and) it starts 
increasing exponentially.” 

In essence, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has already taken 
“decisive” measures to ad¬ 
dress the fiscal gap, Page said.

Retrofitting project.

Canadian National Railway is 
exploring whether it’s feasible 
to use cheap and relatively 
clean natural gas to power its 
trains instead of diesel. 

To start out, CN has retro¬ 
fitted two of its existing diesel- 
fired locomotives to run mainly 
on natural gas. It’s testing the 
locomotives along the 480-ldlo- 
metre stretch between Edmon¬ 
ton, a key energy-processing 
and pipeline hub, and the 
oilsands epicentre of Fort Mc- 
Murray, Alta. 

Longer term, CN and three 
other partners are looking at 
developing an all-new natural- 
gas locomotive engine as well 
as a specialized tank car to 
carry the fuel.

“I guess there’s stuff that surprises me. I 
really haven’t gone into deep, heavy discus¬ 
sions with people about the time travel logic 
and what they got and what they didn’t, but 
so far the most surprising thing has been the 
stuff that we were trying to communicate 
seems to have gotten through. When 
you’re making a movie, it feels like to 
some degree you’re putting 
a message in a bottle and 
chucking it out to sea, 
and years later to talk to 
people who’ve seen it and

Darrell Roodt has taken flak 
for casting American actors 
in Winnie — his biopic about 
Nelson and Winnie Mandela. 
But the South African film¬ 
maker is making no apologies. 

“It’s fine for Clint Eastwood 
to come to town and bring 
Morgan (Freeman),” defended 
Roodt recently referencing the 
American icon’s 2009 hit In- 
victus. “But as soon as a South 
African does it, he gets nailed 
to the wall. My answer to this 
is veiy simple: I didn’t hire 


American actors to play Nel¬ 
son and Winnie, I hired great 
actors to play them.” 

The veteran director may 
have cast Oscar winner Jen¬ 
nifer Hudson and nominee 
Terrence Howard to bring the 
one-time president and first- 
Lady of South Africa to the 
big screen but he believes the 
proof is in the stars’ stellar 
performances — particularly 
Howard who not only takes 
on the uncanny appearance of 
Mandela, but did so even be¬ 
fore it was necessaiy. 

“He was astonishing. He 
was my choice when I was 
writing it and just to be 
around him when he was do¬ 
ing that was quite amazing,” 
said Roodt. “He was Mandela 
six months before he came 
to shoot. Eveiy time I had a 
phone conversation with him 
it was like talking to Mandela 
on the phone.” 

While the film (which hits 
theatres October 5) mostly cen¬ 
tres on the controversial life 


of Winnie Mandela (who was 
an aggressive anti-apartheid 
activist all throughout her 
ex-husband’s 27-year incar¬ 
ceration), Roodt also saw the 
drama as a beautiful love story. 

“The book that it’s based 
on, the very last line says ‘and 
so one of the great love stor¬ 
ies of the 20th Century came 
to an end’,” explained Roodt. 
“When I read that I just 
thought that’s such a percep¬ 
tive insight into this story.”

• Roodt on the real Win¬ 
nie Mandela. "People on 
the street really admire 
her and with good rea¬ 
son," said Roodt. "She 
was very active in liberat¬ 
ing South Africa. I mean 
Nelson was in prison, 
she was on the streets 
fighting the fight."

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K’naan’s first book offers glimpse into childhood 


Children’s story. 
When I Get Older is a 
window into rapper's 
life growing up in his 
native Somalia 


As a newcomer to Canada, 
K’naan was able to find a 
source of both solace and ex¬ 
pression through music. 

The launch of his first-ever 
children’s book represents 


a full-circle moment of sorts 
for the award-winning rap¬ 
per, as he fuses literature, art 
and music to share his child¬ 
hood story of the immigrant 
experience. 

While the Somali-Can- 
adian poet and MC initially 
planned — and still hopes — 
to pen a memoir for adults, 
When I Get Older: The Stoiy 
Behind ‘Wavin’ Flag’ docu¬ 
ments a pivotal period of 
K’naan’s life geared toward a 
younger audience. 


The book offers a window 
into life growing up in his 
native Somalia, and his 
mother’s decision for the 
family to flee the African 
country following the out¬ 
break of civil war in 1991. It 
includes vibrant illustrations 
by Rudy Gutierrez as well as a 
brief summary on the history 
of Somalia. 

When I Get Older chron¬ 
icles the challenges K’naan 
faced adjusting to life in 
New York and later Toronto, 


where he describes feeling 
like an outsider in his new en¬ 
vironment, from his clothes 
to contending with a crude 
classmate. 

“I thought it would be 
really more interesting for 
me — at this moment any¬ 
way — to write a little story 
contextualizing certain 
things which could seem so 
mythical to kids, and putting 
them in simple words around 
a song they already love,” 
K’naan said in a recent phone 


interview. 

Music will again be in the 
forefront for K’naan with the 
upcoming release of Country, 
God or the Girl on Oct. 16. 
The new album will include 
a number of high-profile col¬ 
laborations, including with 
Bono. K’naan and the U2 
frontman have previously 
teamed up outside of the 
recording studio to bring 
awareness to the plight of 
famine in Somalia.

When we first met him... 

Brody, the Marine sergeant 
who was held by al-Qaida as a 
prisoner of war for eight years, 
returned to the U.S. a war 
hero, but was suspected of be¬ 
ing “turned” by terrorists and 
viewed as a risk to national se¬ 
curity by CIA operative Carrie 
Mathison. 

“In the first season, he was 
a man just trying to re-enter 
civilian life,” Lewis says. “There 
was a degree of damage which 
elicited some sympathy from 
the audience, but at the same 
time he also was the menace. So 
people were terrified of him.” 
What’s to come 


Now a U.S. congressman, will 
Brody achieve his goal of de¬ 
stroying America from within? 

“Brody made a mission 
statement at the end of the first 
season, saying he wanted a non¬ 
violent political subversion of 
American policy,” Lewis says. 
“He would like to think he’s 
in control of his own destiny. 
He absolutely won’t be is my 
prediction for this season, and 
I think he will live in a state of 
heightened anxiety and para¬ 
noia and uncertainty. Essen¬ 
tially, he’s everybody's b—.

Carrie Mathison

When we first met her... 

As a CIA agent in Iraq, Carrie 
was told of an American POW 
who had been turned into an al- 
Qaida sleeper agent. Suffering 
from bipolar disorder — some¬ 
thing she hid from nearly every¬ 
one — she became obsessed 
with the recently released 
Nicholas Brody, who fit the de¬ 
scription of the terrorist. 

“There was that crescendo of 
mania at the very end (caused 
by Carrie’s bipolar disorder), but 
throughout that first season, it 


was sort of simmering,” Danes 
says of her character’s condi¬ 
tion. Though her illness compli¬ 
cated things, Danes believes the 
highly intelligent Carrie had 
“some suspicion that maybe 
her condition was responsible 
for her genius. I think that’s 
probably true for a lot of people 
with the condition,” she adds. 

What’s to come 

After Carrie’s condition was 
made public, the disgraced 
operative sought treatment 
through electroconvulsive ther¬ 
apy. Undergoing the procedure, 
which can cause memory loss, 
led to her being unable to recall 
key information she uncovered 
about Brody — even after she is 
asked to return to duty. 

“She’s been outed as this 
person with this condition, and 
that has altered her in a pretty 
fundamental way,” Danes says. 

“She’s not hiding to the 
same extent, and she doesn’t 
have that same land of panic 
and defensiveness. And when 
we find her at the beginning of 
the second season, she’s been 
very humbled, and she’s really 
struggling with a real crisis of 
confidence. She gets her mojo 
back, but it takes some time.”

The Halifax Mooseheads have 
been expected to win before 
and have come excruciatingly 
close to doing it. But is this the 
year they finally get over the 
hump and win a QMJHL cham¬ 
pionship? 

Everything is lined up for 
that to happen. Three of the 
most talented teenagers in the 
country—Nathan MacKinnon, 
Jonathan Drouin and Zach Fu- 
cale — lead the way on a deep 
roster laden with experience at 
all positions. Expectations are 
understandably high and have 
been for some time now. 

“We want to win it all,” 
Mooseheads general manager 
Cam Russell stated at the end 
of last season. 

Russell, however, knows 
from experience that a cham¬ 
pionship isn’t won on paper, 
no matter how much talent 
is in place. He was the head 
coach of the 2007-08 team 
that owner Bobby Smith said 
had the potential to be “the 
best Mooseheads team ever.” 
It wasn’t. 

Led by Jalcub Voracelc and 
mid-season acquisition Brad 
Marchand and stacked with 
seven NHL draft picks — five 
of whom signed big-league 
contracts during the season — 
that team settled for a fourth- 
place finish and was barely 
.500 from December on.

Ultimately, they bowed out 
in the QMJHL semifinals to the 
Claude Giroux-led Gatineau 
Olympiques. 

This year’s team could

“We had guys who could 
have played a lot more and 
had bigger roles on other 
teams, and they knew that and 
weren’t willing to accept the 
roles they were given on our 
team,” said a key player on the 
2007-08 roster who requested 
anonymity. 

That player’s advice to this 
year’s team is simple: “You’re 
going to have a lot more fun 
if everybody just buys in and 
does their job the right way.” 

It’s not always easy in jun¬ 


ior hockey to do your job the 
“right way.” Sometimes it 
means accepting less ice time 
and settling for deflated statis¬ 
tics. That, in turn, can affect a 
player’s draft rankings or hurt 
his chances of signing an NHL 
contract. 

“It’s a tough job keeping 
everybody happy on a talented 
team,” said the player from 
2007-08. 

This year’s Mooseheads 
have 16 players back from last 
April’s run to the QMJHL semi¬ 
finals. The group has shown 
more than enough promise to 
believe things will be different 
this time around. 

“Nobody thinks they’re bet¬ 
ter than the team and that’s 
the key,” MacKinnon said. 
“Everybody knows what kind 
of team we have and every¬ 
body knows we’re not going to 
have 13 100-point getters. Play¬ 
ers know their roles and what 
they need to bring to the team 
for us to be successful.” 

Of course, the Mooseheads 
had other problems in 2007- 
OS. Fan criticism wore on 
them, while Marchand’s acqui¬ 
sition not only fragmented the 
dressing room, according to 
players, it prevented manage¬ 
ment from upgrading the thin 
defence corps and goaltending. 

“We really blew it at the 
trade deadline and everybody 
on the team knew it,” said the 
player.

back then, hasn’t decided yet 
whether he’ll make any moves 
this time around, but he has 
until January’s trade deadline 
to identify his team’s weak¬ 
nesses and figure out how to 
address them.

“Don’t ever get comfortable 
with what we did yesterday,” 
Russell said. “Keep trying to 
improve every day and that’s 
got to continue right through 
until we’re finished playing, 
when the season ends, when 
the Memorial Cup ends.” 


In 18 seasons the Moose¬ 
heads have been to two QMJHL 
finals, falling in Game 7 to the 
Hull Olympiques in 2003 and 
being swept by Sidney Crosby 
and the Rimouski Oceanic in 
2005. The players on this year’s 
team know what many expect 
and aren’t taking it lightly. 

“That’s the fun part of being 
a pretty good hockey team,” 
said Mooseheads winger Darcy 
Ashley.

MLB. Tigers' Cabrera has 
real shot at Triple Crown 
as season nears end 


Miguel Cabrera’s drive sailed 
high into the Detroit night 
— so high, in fact, that left 
fielder Alex Gordon had time 
to drift over to the fence and 
wait a couple seconds before 
reaching over and robbing the 
slugger of a home run. 

That snapshot was a good 
example of why nobody has 
won baseball’s Triple Crown 
in 45 years. It takes a special 
blend of power, discipline, 
consistency — and yes, luck, 
if you believe in such a thing. 
But Cabrera is making per¬ 
haps the strongest bid since 
Carl Yastrzemski accom¬ 


plished the feat in 1967. 

With six games remain¬ 
ing, Detroit’s 29-year-old third 
baseman tops the American 
League in batting average and 
RBIs and trails home run lead¬ 
er Josh Hamilton by only one. 

“I heard a lot from the fans 
about the Triple Crown. I can’t 
repeat most of it, but I’m sure 
you can guess,” said Gordon, 
the Kansas City outfielder who 
did his part to slow Cabrera’s 
pursuit by taking that homer 
away Wednesday night. 

Cabrera won his first bat¬ 
ting title last year, hitting .344 
to complete a “career triple 
crown” after winning home 
run and RBI titles in previous 
seasons. Now he’s trying to 
become the first player since 
Yastrzemski to sweep all three 
categories at the same time. 

Yastrzemski figures it’s

only a matter of time before 
somebody new joins the club. 
Since his Triple Crown season, 
other seemingly unapproach¬ 
able marks have been sur¬ 
passed. 

“When Rose broke Cobb’s 
hit record, I never thought that 
would happen,” Yastrzemski 
said. “When Ripken broke 


Gehrig’s consecutive game 
record, I never thought that 
would happen either. So it’s 
going to happen.” 

In 1967, Yastrzemski hit 
.326 with 44 homers and 121 
RBIs. 

After Thursday’s 5-4 vic- 
toiy over Kansas City, Cab¬ 
rera was hitting .326 with 42 
homers and 133 RBIs. 

“I want to keep my game 
the same way,” Cabrera said 
recently. “I don’t want to put 
extra pressure because we’ve 
got a lot of pressure right now 
in our division.” 

Jeff Bagwell was the only 
recent player to finish in the 
top two in each Triple Crown 
category; in the strike-short¬ 
ened 1994 season, he was first 
in RBIs and second in both 
average and homers.

When it comes to the Ryder 
Cup, Mickelson has become the 
Americans’ “glue guy.” 

“He’s a lot like Tiger. They 
both came on to the teams 
hying to win a whole bunch 


of points. They thought that’s 
what they were supposed to 
do,” U.S. captain Davis Love III 
said Wednesday. 

“Now they just want to 
win.” 

The evolution of Mickelson 
has helped the Americans be¬ 
come more, well, European. 
It’s no secret the Americans 
haven’t always played well with 
each other, unable to set aside 
the individual mindsets that 
make them so successful on the 
PGA Tour. 


The U.S. has just one victory 
in the last five Ryder Cups, and 
two in the last eight. 

Mickelson, the most experi¬ 
enced of the Americans having 
played every Ryder Cup since 
1995, is 11-17-6. The 2002 Ry¬ 
der Cup is the last time he won 
more than one match. 

But even the Europeans say 
this U.S. team seems Eke a par¬ 
ticularly close-knit bunch, and 
Mickelson — along with fellow 
veterans Woods and Jim Fuiyk 
— deserve some of the credit. 


“I can’t tell you how many 
times both Tiger and Phil have 
said, ‘Whatever you want us to 
do, we’ll do it,”’ Love said. “Phil 
gets it, and he knows what to 
say at the right time.” 

For the last few years, Mick¬ 
elson has made a point of sin¬ 
gling out promising young 
players for money games dur¬ 
ing practice rounds. The “Phil 
matches” aren’t just for his 
amusement — though few 
people can talk smack quite 
like Lefty — but to get the up- 


and-comers ready for the big 
time. 

The mentoring goes beyond 
the course, too. 

Ask anyone about the team 
room, and Mickelson’s name 
invariably comes up. 

He talked of his and Woods’ 
dominance on the ping-pong 
table, boasting few of their 
teammates can touch them.

Paul Henderson still can’t ex¬ 
plain it, even 40 years later. 

Sitting on the bench with 
time winding down in the 
eighth and final game of the 
’72 Summit Series, Hender¬ 
son abruptly stood up and 
yelled at Pete Mahovlich to 
come off. 

“I felt I had to get on the 
ice,” Henderson recalled re¬ 
cently “A tie was no good, 
they were going to claim vic¬ 
tory because they had scored 
more goals than we did. I real¬ 
ly wish I had an answer, but 
I don’t. I just felt I had to get 
out there, I felt I could score 
a goal.” 

He was right, of course. 

Henderson fired a rebound 
past the Soviet Union’s Vlad¬ 
islav Tretiak to give Canada a 
series-clinching 6-5 victory at 
Moscow’s Luzhniki Ice Palace. 

Exactly 40 years to the 
day after that iconic goal, the 
69-year-old Henderson and 
the remaining members of 


the Canadian squad will cap a 
month of celebrations with a 
gala dinner Friday night. 

Henderson, who has been 
battling cancer since 2010, 
was one of Canada’s top goal 
scorers in the Summit Series. 
But his deciding goal remains 
one of the biggest and most 
memorable in Canadian hock¬ 
ey histoiy, a fact he didn’t 
really appreciate until watch¬ 
ing Sidney Crosby’s winning 
goal for Canada at the 2010 
Winter Games in Vancouver. 


“I think one of the things 
we don’t do well as Canadians 
is celebrate a lot of times, but 
especially with hockey,” Hen¬ 
derson said. “When Crosby 
scored, man, I was jumping 
up and down and so I under¬ 
stand what Canadians were 
doing when I scored.” 

But Henderson wouldn’t 
have scored if not for Phil Es¬ 
posito, the heart and soul of 
the ’72 team who fired the 
first shot at Tretiak. 

“I was at the faceoff dot 


to the right of Tretiak,” Es¬ 
posito said. “(Soviet defence- 
men Yuri) Liaplcin and (Valeri) 
Vasiliev screwed up and the 
puck squirted and I was skat¬ 
ing backwards to go back and 
I just shot it at the net. 

“Like nine out of 10 times 
I hit the net, I very seldom 
missed the net when I had 
an opportunity to hit it... and 
Tretiak, for some unexplained 
reason, pushed the rebound 
straight out and Paul, who 
had fallen behind the net, got 


up and came out because they 
must have lost him, just came 
out and put the rebound in.” 

Goaltender Ken Dryden, 
another Montreal Canadien, 
skated the length of the ice 
to celebrate Henderson’s goal 
with his teammates before 
the reality of the situation set 
in. 

“I have no recollection ex¬ 
cept I do remember the cele¬ 
bration of it,” Diyden said. “I 
remember clunking down the 
ice and being in that pile of

celebration and then think¬ 
ing, ‘I’ve got to get hold of my¬ 
self, there’s still 34 seconds to 
go, get a grip.’” 

Hollywood couldn’t have 
written it better, Henderson 
said. 

“I’m 69 and I can’t think of 
anybody who has lived a bet¬ 
ter life than I have, even with 
cancer,” he said. “I wouldn’t 
change places with anybody. 
Canadians celebrate this, I get 
it every day, and I think it was 
a meaningful time for Can¬ 
adians who were alive and 
can remember at that point.”
